Rad- 
cliffe, of Ogdensburg, in nomination 
for the office of State Senator.

Bucknam, the Waupaca county prohib- 
itionist, presented a verbal biograph- 
ical sketch of Mr. Radcliffe, who had 
recently been nominated by the pro- 
hibitionists for the same office. 
N. 


F. Lawler objected to the proposed 
nominee on account of him being a 
prohibitionist and not in sympathy 
with the populistic movement. 
J. 


W. Case, having seconded 'Larabee's 
motion for Kadcliffe, Lawler wanted 
to know what he was doing here, to 
which Case replied that he is a free- 
holder and a free born American 
citizen and had a right in the con- 
vention. 
It was then stated that 


the meeti ng was a mass convention. 
The few delegates present were all' 
residents of Portage county. A lively 
set-to of words was then had between 
Messrs. Larabee and Lawler, after 
which the latter presented the name of 
D. F.Kennedy for senator, saying they 
want straight out and out populists, 
and if any other is nominated they 
would lose "one hundred votes" 1n 
the 2d ward alone. 
This, of course, 


was a stretch of the imagination, but 
a very pretty one. 
A motion to 


nominate Radcliffe was lost by a 
vote of 2 to 4. 
After some more 


sparring, Knute J. Lien, of Alban, 
was nominated, but as he is a strong 
Republican, the chances for his ac- 
cepting are not of the best. 
S. A. 


Sherman, Peter Peterson and J. C. 
Sherley, all of this county, were then 
named as a Senatorial committee, 
after which the meeting adjourned 
sine die.

After the convention, Mr. Lien 


declined to allow hisTiame^ remain 
upon the ticket, "for reasons best 
known to himself,"' and that of Geo. 
Radcliffe, 
the 
Prohibitionist, 
was 


substituted by the committee. 
Mr. 


Radcliffe is not a Populist in any 
sense, and does not endorse their plat- 
form. 


The county convention was imme- 


diately called to order by Mr. Sherman, 
who was made chairman and Mr. 
Lappen secretary. 
Peter Peterson, 


A. J. Larabee and J. W. Case- were 
appointed a committee on credentials. 
They adjourned, to the Judge's room, 
followed by the other delegates, and 
tor nearly an hour thereafter most of 
them seemed to indulge in annimated 
discussion, judging from the loud and 
excited words heard on the outside. 
"When the committee reappeared they 
reported a list of delegates present as 
follows :

OUT FOR FREE SILVER. 


OHIO DEMOCRACY STANDS BY THE 


WHITE METAL. 


And Declare* for th» Election of Uult«4 


State* Svuator* by l'u|tulmr Vote—Bal- 
ance of the fliUforiu » Itcgulatiuu Party 
Declaration. 
COLUMBUS, O., Sept. 20.— The Demo- 


Katie state convention consumed ubout 
four hours in uiakiuK au important bit of 
history. The convention was slow in con- 
vening, tbe all-night session ot the coui- 
uiittee on resolutions being responsible 
(or tbe delay. Tbe decorations of the Grand 
Opera House, where the convention wan 
held, were rather meagre, the principal 
display 
being a picture of President 


Cleveland, with an artistic drapery of 
flags and bunting, over the centre of the 
•tage. The entrance of Representative 
Tom Jolmson at the head ot the Cuyakoga 
county delegation was the occasion for an 
outburst of applause' that indicated that 
he had many followers among the dele- 
Bates. 


Platform for Fr«« 8llv>r. 


Tbe platform is, so far as tbe tariff and 


bearly every other matter is concerned. a 
standard Democratic declaration, but on 
silver it takes a departure that has been 
taken by several platforms of both the old 
parties, and says: "We dissent from the 
president's views, construction and treat- 
ment of the silver question, and therefore 
believe that silver should be restored to 
the position it occupied as money prior to 
its demonetization by the Republican 
party, and to that end we favor the on- 
limited coinage of silver at the legal ratio 
of 16 to 1 and with equal legal tender 
power." Otherwise tbe administration Is 
Indorsed fully, and both these planks 
were loudly applauded. The Republican 
state administration comes in for a scor- 
ing, and a law is favored limiting the 
amount of money to be expended by can- 
didates, and another prohibiting free 
passes on railroads. 


TOM JOHNSON'S MINORITY REPORT. 


Ha Wants the United State* 
Senator 


Elected by the Popular Vote. 


When the applause had subsided Bon. 


Tom Johnson submitted tbe following 
minority report, signed by six members of 
the committee: "We favor the selection of 
United States senators by direct Tote of 
the people; and for the purpose of prac- 
tically effecting that end we hereby direct 
that the Democratic state central commit- 
tee, in issuing the call for the state 
convention for the nomination of state 
officers in the year 1895, Include therein 
tbe announcement that a candidate for 
United States senator will be named by 
said convention, who shall receive the 
support ot tbe Democratic members of the 
legislature thereafter to be elected." 


As the resolution bad been discussed and 


defeated in tbe meeting of the committee 
on resolutions as an anti-Brice measure 
there was considerable demonstration 
among the Brice men when it was read in 
the courentioti. Johnson spoke briefly 
upon the minority report. He said the 
election of senators by direct vote would 
bring them closer to the people and cited 
the case of Palmer of Illinois, who was 
the first Democratic senator elected in 
that state since the war. John J. Clatk, 
of Mahoning county, secured the floor a* 
the applause fallowing Johnson's speech 
had subsided and threw the convention 
into an uproar by stating that worth and 
ability were no longer required in the 
selection of United States senators, but 
the main consideration was the length of 
the purse. 


Mingled hisses and applause almost 


drowned the speaker's voice, but at inter- 
vals his voice rang out clear and decisive. 
Au effort to declare him out of order was 
ruled 
out by Chairman Hurd. Jesse 


Lewis, of Urbana, wanted the convention 
to defer the question of electing United 
States senator by vote of the people for 
one year, which was met by cries of "Not 
Nol" General Finlay spoke in the inter- 
est. of harmony. 
Cries for Johnson 


brought the free trade congressman again 
to the front, and he said he did not be- 
lieve that Brice had bought his seat in the 
tenate, and he did not believe there was 
any occasion for the ill feeling which 
seemed to exist. 


Virgil P. Ciine, of Cleveland, thought 


the people should be a little nearer to tbe 
uenate, and there was nothing to prevent 
the people making their wants known to 
their representatives. James P. Seward 
cume to th« front, with an amendment to 
take the sting out of the minority report. 
Tbis proposed to strike out all which 
followed the simple declaration in favor of 
electing United States senators by direct 
vote. 
The 
amendment was strongly 


opposed, but was adopted by a vote of 407 
to 328. The minority report was then 
made a part of the majority report. 


Tbe free silver plank was also tbe source 


of contention. Seven members of tbe 
committee on resolutions, among them 
Tom L. Johnson, Virgil P. Clirie, Frank 
Hurd and Congressman Pearson, submit- 
ted the following minority report: "We 
believe in honest money, the coinage of 
gold and silver, and a circulating medium 
convertible into such money without loss. 
We are opposed to free, unlimited and in- 
dependent coinage of silver at the present 
ratio of 10 to L We favor the coinage ot 
silver under such legislative restrictions 
an will maintain tbe circulation of both 
K<tld and silver on a parity, and we re- 
affirm the doctrine of tbe national Demo- 
cratic platform of 1892 upon the subject of 
currency and money. " 


As UM fr»» silver qkuMloa waa switched 


into tbe discussion on tb« senatorial mat- 
ter there was little discussion on it, tbe 
minority report being defeated by a vote 
of 466 to 319. The platform as amended 
«ras then adopt**.

post in tho United States, Lawler was 
elected post commander, an office he boa 
hold 25 years und still holds. Several years 
ago ho was elected department commander 
of Illinois nnd discharged his duties with 
rare tact und ability. Ho is one of tho 
besttlrillmnstcrsin Illinois, a born soldier, 
a strict disciplinarian and a natural leadet 
of men.

Watkins Harper, a venerable colored wom- 
an of education 
and 
refinement, 


baa been hard at 
work endeavoring 
to better tho con- 
dition of her race. 
She was born in 
Baltimore 09 
yearn ago and was 
one of the few 
colored children 
perm luted to go 
to school when"/, 
old enough to bo-;>/5; 
gin tho acquisi- 
tion of an cducn-* 
tlon. Tho school 
was conducted by 
her uncle, William MKS- F- K. w. HARPER. 
Wotkins, .a shoemaker, arid by tho tlmo 
she wns 14 years of ago she Iwd secured a 
very fulr knowledge of tho three It's. She 
then loft school, but continued fltudying 
and leiirned dressmaking in order to «>• 
euro tho ineuns needed to lit her for her 
chosen calling—thut of a tencher. 


Tho condition of her rnco excited her 


hcitrtieHt sympathies, and when the Maine 
nnd Vermont Anti«lavery ooolety nuked 
her to champion I ho causo of tho enslaved 
negro sho glnilly hailod the opportunity. 
She was engaged for some time in work 
for the Pennsylvania Antiwlavcry eocloty 
and for nevca years held n position in the 
Women's Chrifftlun Temperance union, of 
which she la Htill an organizer. In 18(10 
she gave up lecturing, and after tlio war 
devoted Ijcrfielf to work among tho freed- 
men. Tliero were other worrmri lecturers 
of her nice who made reputations on tho 
platform, hut Mrs. Harper is one of tho 
few survivors. 


Although she la well along In years, she 


is as interested as ever in the welfare of 
tho colored race und Is occasionally seen 
on the platform. Tho moral elevation of 
the colored woman IH now hor theme, for 
she believes that "the hand that rocks the 
cradle is the hand that rules the world," 
and that the future elevation of tho negro 
is In the hands of the negro's mother. "In 
endeavoring to build up tho homo life," 
sho says, "we must rench tho mothers of 
the nice." 


Mrs. Harper bos also been busy with her 


pen for years and has written a number of 
books of poems and a history of tho colored 
race since it was emancipated. No woman 
of her race has equaled her as writer and 
lecturer, It in Mild. She rcHldcs in ^Phila- 
delphia with her daughter and Is a very 
busy woman for one of her years.

Fu train No. 5 was Hearing Gorin, Mo., 
about 2:30 i'» the morning torpedoes on 
the rails mid .ired light moving across the 
track caused the engineer, W. It.

gang, or over it—for it seems that nobody 
was hurt.

stated at four aud seven. Charles Abrams 


^U Link OverQelil, two of the bandits, 


were arrested at their homes sixteen miles 
from Memphis, Mo. 
They were only 


captured after a stubborn light. They 
both made their way directly to their homes 
after the attack on the train. Their homes 
are situated in a lonely part ot the country. 
Abrama, who is the man who received the 
full load of buckshot iu the face, was 
compelled to walk the entire distance, it 
being his horse that was killed by the 
detectives. Arrived at home Abrams was 
accreted behind a dresser. He had prac- 
tically run the whole distance, aud wheu 
Sheriff SiiliiiK aud his posse came up to 
the house soon after the arrival ho was 
faint. 


However, when he knew that escape 


was out of the question he made a bold 
attempt to stand off his captors with a 
revolver, but thu ofllccrsilmd the drop on 
him nud he finally gave in. After he had 
been handcuffed the search for the other 
bandits was resumed. Ou the tarm of 
Mrs. I). Tull, near by, the oilicers found 
OvarfleUI, who had crawled under a bod. 
The house wiis llrat surrounded and a del- 
gntiou sent iu to miiku a search. Mm. 
Tull and hor two daughters stoutly df>- 
uied that Overlield was in tho house. 


Overlield showed ll^ht whou discovered, 


but before he could tiho a revolver he waf 
griibbbd by one of the oflicvrn. A fierce 
struggle ensued, the bandit limilly being 
overpowered. Then both lio and A brains, 
with two brothers of the former, around 
whom suspicion also rests, wore haud- 
culTod and taken to Memphis. The search 
for tho remainder of tlie gang is being 
kept up.

ment's existence. Taking this view of 
tho great department Mi^ni'sts that possi- 
bly lliero is a promising future in store for 
Benjamin Parkhnrstof Washington, who 
•was for tho third time elected president 
of tho National Postollieo Clerks' associa- 
tion at its recent convention in Boston. 


In September, ISSJi, UIR clerks in the 


Boston pogtofllce concluded that the hours 
of a postal clerk should be shorter, and 
that in somo Instances his pay should be 
increased. They well knew that ludivid-

nal petitions to congress would be uselegi,

dresses. It is of silk tissue, fine as the 
mist on a mountain, with stripes of the 
•aiuo color, llko sunbeams struggling 
through. 
Sometime* them stripes are 


plain, and sometimes they are brocaded at 
Intervals of two Inches with the tfntent 
but most exquisitely woven flowers, all In 
tbe samo color. Thcsa tissues are seen In 
bluet, the lovely color of the cornflower, 
mauve, and, in fact, all the new tints of 
this season, particularly the golden, but- 
tercup, butter and maize, and each ap- 
pears prettier than the last. 


Then coino the nets and tulles, Bowed, 


with spangles, jewels and pearls. One had 
little pendants about an inch long of pearl 
beads and silver spangles. Another had 
emerald spangles; others flro color and 
ruby, sapphire and other jewels.

These are in black, done on flno net, and 
with very email bat brilliant jet beads, 
end they nearly all have quite sharply 
(Kjliited scallops at the bottom and an 
artistically designed pattern. To match 
these there is a great variety of Insertions, 
wide and narrow. These will bo laid 
flat on colored goods, but when on black A 
ribbon of some chosen color will bo laid 
under them to show up tho pattern. Tho 
beaded laces como In all widths for ruffles 
and flouncinga, and they are well adapted 
to the figured milks presented this Reason. 


For heavier wear tho black guipure Is 


shown In dozens of widths and patterns. 
This lace is of silk, firmly woven, and is 
richer than any block lace presented In 
any generation, not excepting bourdon and 
Spanish. It wears better than cither of 
tho*e two kinds. It is as individual as 
Venetian point and quite as rich, though 
guipure is black and tho other white. 
Black chantilly in tho lightest and roost 
feathery patterns ever seen is shown and 
will bo largely used on grosgraln silks. 
The bourdons are better for woolens, such 
us silk warps and eudoras, also faycttos, 
and the guipures can 1x5 put on all kinds 
of silk and silk warp wools. There are 
white chantllllt's in tho name pattern* as 
tho black, and they arc the most delicate 
laces I have ever seen, and It is a marvel to 
mo how human fingers ever wove them. 
These will bo used on lino millinery, for 
ties and for garnishing light evening silks 
and other gowns where light and ethereal 
effects are sought for. 


The newest in white trimming laces is in 


a kind of point de von 1 so in cream, pure 
white and butter color. They consist of 
very deep Vandykes, .some of them 80 
inches deep. This laco is arranged so that 
each yard contains a certain number of 
points graduated in height. These nro to 
ho sot around tho front of the skirts, tho 
points upward. There is always a narrower 
lace to match this in pattern for waist

trimming and often an insertion carrying 
out tho same ^em-nil design. Vandyke 
points will bo all the rago this winter and 
fall. Still the point tie veniso is wrought 
into corselets and yokes and plate bands 
of many designs.

beneath tho lace and gleams richly through 
its meshes, throwing it up Into camnoliko 
relief. 


I took note of several new laco pelerine 


collars just taken from tho case in which 
they had crossed tire ocean.

Certainly tho lady who can 
afford ono of the pelerine collars will have 
one. They will be quite expensive, but 
the buyer must remember that point de 
*enl«e has not been out of fashion eincd 
the day* of tbe old doge* of Venice, and 
like all Mich qualltiea of handwork It I* 
always elegant and U treasured by thos* 
who poMew It. Point de venlae it made 
by sowing narrow linen tape into the pat- 
turn designed with wonderfully compli- 
cated atltchoa, so that it i« one mans of 
threads In Intricate interlacing. It muse 
b» alow and tedioua work and one requir- 
ing muoh ckill, but tho rcault i* worth the 
labor.- The long points on the other pat- 
terns can be divided and placed on differ- 
ent panel* or part* of tbe skirt.
